THE DOG DOES NOT WOAST OF ‘THE Pox 
OF SS FARILY Te 


For a long time it was thought ‘that 
foxes shovld be included among the an- 
centr of the dog. They are very dog- 

in general appearance and in. maty 
nf their habirs. 

T hove had many American red foxes 
in captivity, and one witch | reared from 
4 poppy becnte almost as tame as a dog. 
He Zothoved me on my walls and hed the 
rim of the hense, Foxes of this «peries 
whine, velp. and bark, arid, like dogs and 
wolves, smile and wag ticir tls when 
pleased, bury food which they cannot eat 
it ‘the time, and turn round and round on 
their heils before lying down. But im 
énite af these similarities, and 3 in shite of 
the fact that they will sometitnies make 
friends with domesticated dogs, and even 
with wolves, it seems that they are not 
clisely related to either. 

As for as lam aware, no one has ever 
succeed in obtaining a cross hetween a 
fox and a dog, The late Mr. A. 1. Hart- 
lett, for yeurs superintendent, at the #00- 
logical Gardens in London, after a long 
seties of experiments and observations, 
not only failed to procure a cross himself, 
hut states that he never heard of a single 
wel-anthenticated case of such m cross 
having been made. 


WOLVES, JACKALS, DINGOS, AXD DOGS 
IN TERBREED 


On the other hand, wolves, jackals. and 
dingas cross freely with domestic dogs 
and the progeny is fertile. I have myself 
sein muy crosebs between American tint 
ber wolves and dogs. Some shown me 
by Superintendent Benson, of Neorum- 
Letras Park, near Boston, some vears apo, 
were the offspring of a great Dane dog 
and. a female wolf. They were finely 
built, high-strong, very wotfish- looking 
dogs, the characteristics of the wild par- 
ent distinctly predominating. 

In Kansas | cmce saw two well-grown 
puppies whose mother was a coyote and 
father an unknown dog. One was gray- 
ish, sotnewhat like the mother: the other 
was black. They had wolfish heads and 
snarled like coyotes.

THE WILD DOG GE AUSTRALIA 
The dingo is the wild dog of Australia 


and may have been one of the ancestors 


of our domestic breeds. ‘There is still 
esne doubt about this, however, a5 it is 
nest quite certain whether the animal orige- 
inated in Australia er whether it 1s: de- 
scended from the dogs of Asin and was 
introduced by man at dome very remote 
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time. In any case, 1t-s a true dog and 
is easily tamed. 

The native name for the animal is 
“warrigal,” “dingo” being the nant 
given by the natives to anv domesticated 
dog of the settlers. The dingus I have 
seen were tawny brown jn color. ond 
about the size of a snrooth-coated collie, 
but of more stocky build and more pouw- 
erful jaws. J once had a dirigo puppy, 
a lowable ball of soit rich brown fur, bat 
alas! he died before T had a chance to 
study Him, 

— In the wild state dingos Hunt in packs, 
and formerly were so destructive to sheep 
that the steckmen Lega a war of ex- 
tennoatien, aided by @ governmont 
bounty of five shillings for every dingo 
Killed. «= Strychnine was the principal 
weapon used, and it was so effective that 
the ranks af the wild dog were thinned 
to a pomt where they were no longer 
A TTL, 

TRAINING THE DINGO 


On the Herbert River the natives find 
dingo puppies and bring them up wrth 
the children. A puppy is osually reared 
with great care: he 1 well ted on teat 
anid froit ahd often becomes. an ieypeortorit 
member of the family. His keen scent 
makes him very useful in trailing game, 
and his fleetness of foot frequently ene 
ables him to mm it down, His imaster 
never: strikes him, though he sometimes 
threatens {o «lo 5, 

The threats often end in extravagant 


caresses: Armed he seems to, respond to 


this kindly treatment, for the dingo i 
sald ta be a “one-man” dog, refusing to 
follow any one but his: master. Never- 
theless, the call of the wild, especially im 
the mating Scnson, often proves too strange 
for him, aml he will rejom the pack never 
to return to his human trends. 

When we consider, then, the doghke 
friendliness of which these wild forms 
are capable, even im the first getieration, 
itissnat difficult to belewe that they are 
the ancestors of our domestic dogs, with 
which ther freely interbreerd. 

Onur belief is still further strengthened 
if we consider how closely many of the 
domesticated dogs resemble the wild 
forms of the same regions.

MacMillan of one of his female Eskimo 
dogs, standing with lowered tail watch- 
ing a litter of puppies which she is nure 
ing. The paippies, which are spotted, are 
evidently not pure breed, but the mother 
looks as moch like a timber wolf as any 
timber wolf [ ever saw. 

In the same way some of the dags 
which in former years were found among 
the Indians farther south closely resem- 
bled coyotes, 

Many af the patiah dogs of Tidia look 
ninech like the walves of that country; m 
southeastemm Europe and the south of 
Asin many of the breeds of dogs bear a 
close resemblance to the jackals of the 
eame ilistricts, and some of the South 
American clogs show: o muorked similarity 
to the small South American wolves. It 
wis sich considerations which led Dar- 
win to the following conclusion : 

“Lt ts highly probable that the domestic 
dags of the world are descenledt fron 
two well-defined species af wolf, namely, 
Cants ivpus and Canty lafrans;and from 
two or three doubtiul species, namely, the 
European, Indian, and North African 
wolves; from at least one or two. South 
American, cinine spected; from several 
races or species Of jackals, and perhaps 
fram one or more extinct species,” 


WISTORICAL SKETCH 


As we ave noted, there js. good eve 

dence that men and dogs were associated 
in very remote times. Among the re- 
mains lett by the ancient cayve-dwellers, 
hali-petrifed bones, some ‘hunun, some 
canine, are found lying together. Rem- 
nants of dog bones have been foimd im 
the Danish “kitchen-middens”"—heaps of 
housthold tubbish pled by the peaple of 
the newer Stone Age—and dog bones of 
later periods have alsa been found in 
Denmark. . 
Of course, tt is after impossible to 
form any idea af the appearance af these 
dogs in life; but in Switeerland there 
have heen faced records which show that 
a large dog differing widely fram the 
wolt and the jackal, arid which is said to 
have borne a resemblince to cur hounds 
and setters, was at least partially domes 
teated by the Inke-~<twellers, 
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That the men of the so-called Reindeer 

period had dogs which they used in the 
chase, and perhaps for ather purposes, ts 
evidenced by the crude pictures which 
they cut in the rocks to reeord. their 
mighty deeds and adventures. 
— Onessuch picture, 5 feet high by 12 fret 
long, cut thousands of years ago in the 
solid quarts at Behusiiu, on the shores of 
the Cattegat, depicts what seems to be a 
hunting. party consisting of men, dogs, 
and horses, just landed from a boat ane 
engaged in the pursuit of reindeer. 

Other prehistoric artists have engraved 
rude figires of dogs on the surface of 
bones and horns: and these; no denhe, 
were aboriginal dogs, In fact, with the 
exception of a few ishinds, namely. the 
West Ladies, Madagascar, same of the 


islands of the Malay Archipelago, New 


Zealand, and the Polynesian Islands, there 
are few parts of the world where we can- 
net find evidence that the dog in some 
form existed as an aboriginal animal. 


THE IMM: DOMESTICATED IN EARLY TIMES 

Tnomost parts of the world the dog has 
been more or less domesticated from very 
eurly times, though mis not until we be- 


#in to study the records of such higtily 


civilized peoples as the ancient Assyrians 
and Egyptians that we find dogs which 
we can recognize as belonging to distinct 
breeds. 

The Assyrians had at least two, the 


greyhound and the mastiff, the former 


much lke our coursing digs, the latter a 
large, heavy-bmlt, powerful benst, but 
evidently much more active than the mas- 
itts seen in moder kennels and at the 
bench shows. 

In the Samrod Gallery of the Hritish 
Museure tiny be seen a bas-relief tablet 
showing Assur-bani-pal and his attered- 
ints with Assyrian mastiffs straining at 
the leash, and another showing «imilar 
mastitis hunting wid horses, 

The ancient Egyptians seem to have 
been at least as familiar with dogs as we 
are, and on the Egyptian monuments of 
#000 Years ago are figured several widely 
differing Liteeds, showing that even in 
those days dogs were used not only in the 
chase, but as companions and household 
pets.

Another hound kept by the Egyptians 
wis not unlike our great Dane, and there 
was a shittlegged tov deg which carried 
its tail curled over its hack. Tt is in- 
teresting to note that one kind of hiant- 
ing dog kept by the ancient Egyptians 
was called “unsy." or “unéau,” meaning 
“wolves.” perhaps indicating a knowl- 
edie of its décent from the wild form.

fut to the Egyptians dogs were much 


more than either assistants in the chase 


or household pets, They were objects of 
veneration and worship, ‘They appear in 
the friezes of the temples and were re- 
pitied as divine embers. 

Heradotus tells us that when a dog be- 
longing ta an Keyptian family died, the 
members of the household shaved them- 
selves as an expression of their grief, and 
adds that this was the custom im hts own 
day. 

An interesting explination of this ven- 
cration associated tt with the annual over- 
flowing of the Nile, The coming of the 
great event, on which depended the pros- 
panty of Lower Epypt, was heralded by 
the star Syrius; which appeared above 
the horizdn at this time. And as soon 
né this stur was scen the inhabitants be- 
gan to remove their, flocks to the higher 
pastures, leaving the lower anes to be 
fertilized by the rising waters. The warn- 
ing was so timely and unfailing thar the 
people called Svrine the “dog star,” be- 
cause it seemed to show the friendly 
watchfulness and fidelity of a dog. 

A feeling of gratitude for this service 
was no doubt gradually replaced by the 


stranger feeling of veneration and wor 


chip. The dog cume to be regarded) as 
a grd—the genius of the cver—ind was 
represented with the body of ao man and 
the head of a dog. As Anubis, it became 
a great figure m Egyptian mythology, 
and its image was placed on the gates of 
the temples, 
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At a later period Cynopolis, the city 
af the dog, was built in honor of Anuliis, 
to whom priests celebrited wreat festivals 
am! sacmiced earthly dogs—black ones 
ani white ones alternately, These dojrs, 
and athers of a redilish eoler, were om- 


talmed, and many deg mummies have 
beers found. 


EGYETIAN DOG WOKSHT SPREAD To OTHER 
LASTS. 

Deg worship spread from Egypt. to 
many other countries, where it tonk «dif- 
ferent forms. The Romans sacrificed 
dows to Anubis, to the lesser dog stur, 
Procyon, and to Pan, and the Greeks 
mace similar offerings to propitiate ros- 
erpine, Mars, Peeate, and other tmugi- 
nary beings of whom they stoqd im fear 

Plutarch gays: “The rele which 
touches and separates the two hemis- 
pheres, and which on account of this di- 
vision has received the name of horivan, 
iscolled Anubis. Tt i represented under 
the form of a dog because this animal 
watehes during the day and during the 
night.” 

hat of this idea it seems there grose 
two mythical personages—Mercury, or 
Hennes, and Cerberus, the three-heuded 
dag supposed to puatd the gates of hell. 

But there were humbues even in these 
days, and they humbupged the dog wor- 
shipers even as charlatans often’ hum- 
bug Christians today, Perhaps the limit 
ot deception. was practiced on a. certain 
nation in Ethiopia, which is said to have 
heen lamboorled into actually setting up 
“dog forits king. Clad in royal robes 
and with a crown upon his head, he-sut 
wupon his throne and received the homage 
Of hissubiects..

Tt would not be fair to close this article 
without brief mention of the splendid 
work performed by dogs on the hattle- 
helds of Europe.

Devotion of Man's Best Friend Among 
Dumb Animals 


— THER papers in this number of 
()" Ceocmarnic have pictured the 


F outward dig. They have shown 
the great gap between the stulb-nosel, 
short-legged pug and the long-muzzled, 
lank-limbed greylund. “They have oon- 
trasted tite hare = skimmed, pocket - 270d 
Chituatua with the rongh-coated, mas- 
sive-built Newfoundland. 

Bet this article attempts to portmy 
the inner dog—its nature rather: than its 
form, Could there be a greater gop than 
that existing between the tenacious bull- 
dog that dares to die at grips with a for 
and the timorous tov spaniel that would 
run from arabbit? Ora greater diver- 
gence than between the pointer that, on 
the rin, car tell the dificrence between 
the foot scent and the body 4cent.of 
quail wards away and the Pekingese 
whose nose would not tell him, standing 
still, the difference between a pig and a 
porcupine a peice distant? 

How truly does Maeterlinck put it 
when he says that in all the immense crue 
cihle of nature there ic not another living 
being that has shown fhe same supple- 
ness of form or plasticity of spirit as 
that which we soon discover in the dog. 

It 1s: but natural that concerning a 
creature so faithful, a being so intimately 
identified with man's daily existence, an 
itimal possessing so many and such 
varied qualities that appeal, there should 


have grown up o literature at once ex- 
tensive aml charming. 

Lut even a casval examination of that 
literature reveals the fact that tt is just os 
hard fora dog lover to be coldly scientific 
in telling of the deeds of his dag as-it is 
for a hshemian to measure correctly the 
leneth and weight of the individuals that 
compose hig catch. 

Perhaps of all dogs the pointer and the 
setter deserve first rank, because of the 
exquisite development of ther olfactory 
orgins and their astonishing adjustment 
to the Nitted'’s needs. Indeed, one 
scarcely knows which to admire the more, 
the immensurable refinement of their 
sense Of smell or their generalship in the 
field, 

Galloping seross a field at ten miles an 
hour, as he secks living targets for: his 
master's gun, amid 9 riot of odors and 
scoms that range from the smell of de- 
caving vegetation to the perfume of au- 
fim flowers, and from the arama of 
autumn prass to the body scents and 
foot tracks of mice and hares and small 
birds: a well-bred, well-troined pointer 
can detect a quail at ten paces or nore. 
He can as tnerringly pick out the one 
scent that is uppermest to his purpose 
as a trained musician can distinguish the 
one note he secks in a score. 

Not onty does he know the quai scent 
from ull others, but he knows the com- 
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posite scent of several birds from the 
simple scent of one. Furthermore, he 
knows instantly the difference between 
the body scent and the foot ectot of a 
bird, And, still further, he'can invaria- 
bly tell which way the foot scent leads: 
(id he take the beel of a trail instead of 
the toe, he would feel that. he was surely 
coming to his second puppyhood = 

Furthermore, such a dog can tell the 
difference between a dead and a wounded 
bird. If his master balls the quai ont- 
right, the dog, without hesitation, riehes 
in and retrieves it. Bit if it & only 
wounded, ihe dog as promptly comes to 
@ point again and holds his postion, 

The blondhotwnd’s alility to hit a trail 
and keep it is one of the marvels. of 
nature, Hours may have passed since 
the tracks were mode. The war ny 
lead threigh a veritable mélange of 
edors—now down a road wlhiete sheep 
and cattle and hogs and horses have 
passed. now through a field where rabbits 
and mice and moles have played, and now, 
perchanes, through a fanned where 
chickens and ducks hove tracked over 
every square foot—tut the bleewllenid 
foe on, withowt devintion, toward his 
Quarry. i 

THE DELICACY OF A DOG'S NOSE 

Of sult, man can perceive one part in 
Ggo through his sense of taste; of qui- 
nme, one part in 152,000, Likewise, his 
optic nerve becomes conscious ofa change 
of color when one part im Tooo,one af 
methyl violet is added to coloricss water, 
The delicacy of a man's olfactory nerve 
surpasses that of his optic nerve, as his 
optic nétve is more sensitive than the 
nerves of taste, Ome grain of musk will 
fo on and on for dave and weeks and 
even vears permeating a whole room and 
writing the image of its odor upon the 
brain of man without apparent diminu- 
tion, ; 

Yet man's nose iscas irrespansive to the 
scents that stir the trained dog to action 
os o hippopotarmis ss irresponsive to oa 
dissertation on the fourth dimension. To 
what astonishing delicacy, there fore, must 
a dog's olfactory terve attain to enable 
him to detect such infinitesimal! emana- 
tions ! 
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Ome cannot too highly extol the work: 
of the hunting dog, As a recent writer 
says, “We all applaud the stuf antics of 
the ligh-school-trained horse and) wax 
enthusiastic over the tricks of the lion- 
timers tawny pupil, but not one in fifty 
ef us stops-to reflect thar the bird-log 


displays an intelligence far beyond these.

CMS THAT OVERCOME PRIMITIVE PASSIONS 

Another writer, along the same line, 
says: “Consider the wonderiul self-con- 
trolof the pointer, Ti the savage tiger or 
the docile cow could be taught such per- 
fect obedience, science would investigate 
the cnse ns alimormal; but no one eon 
siders it strane in adog, The pointing 
halit is only the momentary pause be- 
fore the wih dog springs upon his prey, 
developed by long training and selective 
lreeding until it is stronger than the 
natural instinet. Think what self-control 
is denmnded ta stind staunch when the 
hird flushes, and what a hold on primitive 
passions to pick up the bird and retin it 
gently to the master.” | | 

Men often become devoted to their 
hunting degs and write about them. in 
the most striking terms, A gem that his 
a fugitive place ina sporting journal thus 
describes two hunting dogs: “Ol Joe 
is. strappmg, lemon-marked dog, with a 
heary head and a tail like a couple of 
feet of garden hose.

The 
children of the family told the dog how 
wicked he had been to get his master into 
so much trouble, and added the infor- 
mation that he, too, would have to appear 
im court ona given day, Later the cnse 
was postponed, but the dog was in court 
aé pet scheriile.

thousand logs employed at the battle 
front at the firme of the sivning of the 
armistice, They ranged from Ataskan 
malimute ty St, Bemonl and from 
Scatch collie ta fox terrier, Many of 
therm were placed on the regimental 
rosters like soliliers. In the trenches they 
shared all the perils snd hardehips of the 
soldiers themselves, and drew their tourna 
in the test caintp4’ in the same fashion. 
But they were always ready to go Imick, 
and it is not recorded that a single one 
of them ever foiled when it came to 
“potng over the top” (see also page 201), 

The Red Cross clogs feadeced! inval- 
vale service in feeding and niding the 
wounded, Each one carried a first-aid 
kit either strapped to its ¢ollar or in a 
stall saddle pouch, When they found a 
soldier who was wneonscios, they were 
taught to bring hack his helmet, handker- 
elief, or ‘some other small article as a

Seme farmers have improved cone- 
tions hv teaching their young dogs to re- 
sptet the sheep and the sheep to defend 
themselves, It is striking how much re- 
spect forthe prowess of a ram can be put 
inte a puppy by two or three vigorous 
buttings: from his ramship; bur not lex 
surtising how much courage an old ram 
can muster who has tanght a puppy or 
two thetr place. 

The degs that are homeless and the 
ones that are penitted out of bourds 
iret amenace not only to the sheep imedus- 
try, but to the health of man and best as 
well. So great is this menace that the 
Uniter! States Departinent of Agriculture 
says there is a growing conviction that 
while his-innate qualities and the fund of 
affectionate sentiment which attaches to 
him warrant the preservation of the dog 
with a responsible owner, who will keep 
hom clean ard free from vernrin of all 
sorts, bolding hint within reasonable 
bounds and restraint and assuming re- 
spemsibility for lis acts, on the other 
hand, the ownerless dew, the dog that 
carries vermin and disease, the dog that 
kills sheep or destrays property of any 
sort—the trespassing dog—must he elim- 
mated, 


DISRASES SPREAD EY bons 


_ Dogs spread many diseases—miast ter- 
rible of these being rabies, In a recent 


year 11 humpn bemgs mm the United 
States died of hydrophotna. Tens of 
thousands of dogs suffering from this 
disease are killed, and vet there is no ex- 
Chee for its existence. “Years agw the dis- 
cise became So gener! in England os to 
amount toa national menace, A. atrin- 
gent muzzling law was enacted, its terms 
enforced, and a (iarintine on imported 
dogs established, with the result that the 
disease has entirely disappeared {rom the 
country, the only cose that has occurred 
since 1402 being that of an imported dag 
hel! ina six months’ quarantine. 

Australia. and New Zealand have a sum- 
Har quarantine, and the disease has never 
reeled those lands. The man who as- 
serts that it is the poprlace anid net ihe 
dog that-goes mad when there is a rabies 
scare showld reeall that the same cond: 
tions prevailed in England until the en- 
actment of the muzzling and quarantine 
law, 

Other diseases which the wandering 
dog is known to spread are hyatid and 
gid, both worm complaints, the first af- 
fecting the liver, kidneys, brain, and Innes, 
and the other attacking the brain and 
spinal cord of farm animals; tipeworm, 
which attieks mari and béenst alike, nound- 
Worn, ete. 


A MODEL LAW FOR PROTECTION OF AXE 
AGAIN S'T THiS. 

The United States Departnient of Ag- 
riculture has collected all of the clauses 
in all of the State laws that have proved 
their merit under the test af time and 
has formulated them into a model dog 
law, which tt recommends to the consid- 
eration of all true friends of the dopy— 
friends who believe in perpetuating the 
goorl that is in dogs and in eradicating 
the evil, 

This model law embodies the idea that 
the tax assessor should list the dogs ; thar 
unspaved fernales should be subject to a 
high tax; that all dogs should be required 
to wear collars and tags bearing the 
names of ther owners; that all dogs, un- 
less tinder leash or reasonable control of 
their owners, should. he confined from 
sunset to sunrise; that sheep-lilling dogs 
may be killed by anv one, without lia- 
bility to owner) that any deg running at 
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large wpe the enclose) lands of a peace 
other than the owner of the dog may be 
killed, at the time of finding him, ly the 
owner of the land, his agent, tenant. or 
employee; that deg owners shall be lable 
ta the county for all money pric out for 
damages done by their dogs; that sheep 
owtlers nuiy set Out poison on their farms 
after public notice of such intention. 
Such a law aims a4 touch at. the pio 
tection of the dog that is entitled to a 
gow) name, and has an owner who 
sian and Hives up to his responsibilities, 
os it i= fot the protection of the eourrnd- 
nity itself, Tt espouses the cause of the 
good dog against the homeless, ill-eept 
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wretches that are as much a misery to 
themeelves as they tire an evil to the 
community, 

The law has regard for every right of 
every cawher of a dog who respects his 
nehbars rights: and seeks only te curb 
the carclessness of- that owner who has 
a dleye: —whether pedigreed or mungre]— 
that 1s allowed out of bounds; And, in 
passing, it must not be forgotten that the 
only thing worse than a: mongrel out of 
bounds is a pedigreed aninal running 
amok; for hooded dogs are more in- 
tense in therr rake-ap than the mongrel, 
and therefore more destructive when 
they “go off the reservation.”
